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Abraham Lincoln, 

The New Plutarch is a series ot lives of emi- 
neut men, not of any one race or country, but 
ofthe whole world. The list already embraces 
liaroun Al Raschid, Judas Maccabmus, Victor 
Emmanuel and a number of others. All the 
monographs have been written by authors al- 
ready eminent, and the series has been in ne 
wuy lowered by the volume now before us— 
The Life of Lincoln, by Charles G. Leland. 

Beginning atthe birthofAbraham Lincoln, 
February 12, 1509, the story is well teld to its 
tragic finale on the 15th of April, 1365. 

It needs a peculiar mind to appreciate right 
ly the remarkable qafeer of President Lincoln, 
and Mr. Leland very nearly has this mind. 

The earlier life ot Lincoln, the rugged char- 
acter tormed in his bard and desolate youth, 
nlilthe incidents of his life, are well told. But 
it is in his debates with Stephen A. Douglas 
that national interest takes hold of his life. 

Judge Dougias introduced the Kansas Ne- 
braska billon the 4th ot January, 1854, and 
undid all the work of the Missouri Compro- 
mise. The country was flercely agitated, and 
after his return from Washington Douglas de- 
tended the Kunsas-Nebrask: bill 
at Springfield, Illinois, Oetober 4, 
1854, and was answered by 
Abraham Lincoln, comparatively an unknown 
man. Fronraun unknown man he became the 
head andfrontotthe Nortbern opposition tg 
the slave power. 

From Springfield Lincoln followed Douglas 
to Peoria, where he delivered, in debate, 
another great speech. Not ‘liking slavery in 
Uself, lAncoln was willing to let it alone 
under tue gid compromise, but he would never 
suffer its introduction to new territories, and 
he made it clear @§ day that Douglas, by 
opening the flood gute ol slavery on tree soil, 
had jet loose a torrent which, if unchecked, 
would sweep everything to destruction. He 
had, previously, at Springneld, disclosed the 
failucy of Douglas’ great principle“ 
by a single sentence 
giant to Kansas basa pertect right to govern 
himself, but 1 deny his right to govern any 
other person without that person's consent. 
such arguments were . overwhelming, 
Douglas, the Giant of the West, and 
the foremost politician in Awmerica 
felt tbat he had met his master at his own 
peculiar weapons—oratory and debate. He 
sent for Lincoin and proposed that both should 
retrain from speaking during the campaign, 
and Lincoln, conscious of his superior 
strength, agreed. 

The Chicago Convention met amid the up- 
heavals of revolution. The country had be- 
come thoroughly sectionalized, and the nomi- 
nation to be made by the Convention was 
eagerly watched by every statesman in the 
land. It is a pity that Mr. Leland did 
not do more justice to the Chicago Con- 
vention, asit was one of the most momentous 
ever held in America. He contents bimself 
with quoting from Lamon as to Mr. Lincoln’s 
doings during the session: 


Alithat day, and all the day previous, Mr. 
Lincoln was at Sprinefield, trying 
to behave as usual, Dut watching 
with nervous anxiety the proceedings of the 
Convention as they were reported by tele- 
graph. On both days he played a great deal at 
ives in a ball alley. It is probabie that be took 
this physical mcde of working off or keep! 
down the excitement that threat.

Col. Henry Spurlock, one of the Colorado 
delegates to the Militia Convention, which ad- 
journed on Thursday last, was met by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter,to whom be gave some curi- 
ons accounts of travel and adventure in the 
tur west. The Colonel has been 
on the plains ever since the war, 
andfewmen have noticed more viosély the 
wonderful curiosities of that section. 

The great American desert, especially, ts a 
region of which little is known in civilization, 
and it is one which Col. Spurlock has thor. 
ougbly examined. 1 

As u result of numerous questions he gave 
the tollowing narrative of his first trip: 

In the summer of seventy-seven, two gen. 
tlemen ahd myself were down at Santa 
Monica, on the Pacitic Coast. We wanted to 
get to the head waiers of the Gila, 
and we took train across coun- 
try to Duos Palmas, where the Prescott 
mail leaves the raflroad. There is a hack line 
across the country to Tucson, and we bought 
our tickets and climbed on board the buck 
board’ for a trip across 

THE GREAT AMERICAN DESERT. 

On the old maps which they used to use when 
I was aschool boy there Was a district marked 
off and called the Ameriéan Desert. It is 
not givenon the later maps, but it isthere 
all the same, and a wore desolate, 
sterile und worthicas piece of country you 
couldn't tind even in Sabura. 

Ine buck-board is a kind ot hack—all vehf 
cles which carry people are hacks on the 
plains—whicl: is more nearly like the skeleton 
of a wugon than anything else. The hiud und 
fore wheels are tacked together with springy 
planks, upon which the seats are disposed, 
and for a half-way level couniry 
it is a pleasant enough kind of a wagon, but 
for the roads we traveled it simply,empha- 
sized the jolts. 

When the driver started up his team—four 
horses by the way, and none too many—tne 
wheels sank almost hub deep inthe sand, and 
the drag was heavy the whole trip through. Of 
course we had taken the precaution to fill our 
canteens with water, asthe first stution was 
twenty-tive miles away. The breakfast was 
enough to set one’s teeth on edge by the bare 
recollection, but I was too old a campaigner 
to miss my meal. 

»The only vegetation through the land is,the 
eactus and date palm. The palm stands about 
six feet, and has a bunch of leaves at the top, 
thatin the dark cause itto be mistaken for a 
man. 

‘‘l was never more surprised than at seeing 
the wondertul deygiopmeritet the cactus plant 
in this region. . siutisfied that nowhere in 
the world such se is attained. The species 
culled Swatara grows to the enormous height 
of sixty feet and measures six feet in diameier, 
There ave tens of thousands of this species. 
Most of them will measure from eight inches to 
twofeet in diameter, and reach a height ot 
twenty to thirtyfeet. Some have no limbs, and 
resemble a high post; others have from one to 
thice arms. They seem to stand onthe top of 
the sand, with ecarcely any root, and must re- 
ceive their nutrition largely. trom the atmos 
phire. They are capped with

sndthem with fruit. Tie Indians remove 
the fruit with it long spike pole, 
and use it in lurge (puantities: 
The center of this cactus is pierced with a 
bard, tough rod, which supports it in time of 
storm. ‘So flitm is this support that one is se! 
com found broken or blown to the earth. 
Whenin a state of decay you can extract the 
center of support, whicn resembies more than 
envthing else n fishing rod. There are fifteen 
ortwenty different species of cacti growing in 
this region. The pole cactus grows much like 
a large corn-stalk. Each year's*growth is in 
dicated by ujoint, undarich, tenacious gum 
exudes from the surface,causing it to burn like 
pine when itis entirely green, There are two 
varieties of what is called the bulb. These 
crow in the form of a ball and nearly the sizeof 
u pint cup. The one variety is armed with 
thorns halt an inch in length, the other witha 
different kind of thorn, much ro- 
seinbling and about the lengthota poreupine’s 
quill. These thorns are as shurp as mneedies, 
und require but little pressure to penetrate 
their entire lengthinto the foot ot aman or 
hoot of u horse. Thereisa strong, tall bird 
on these pinins called the road runner, so eall 
d because it is very fleet of foot and frequent 
ly runs on the road betore the stage. Lt is the 
natural enemy of tue tarantula and rastie- 
snake, and whenit nds either of these uni 
mals asieep it surrounds the unconscious crea 
ture with «a wall or hedge of this prickly plant, 
snathento awakeit throws one over on its 
vody. The animal, writhing in pain, attempts 
the Hort 
Ine variety 


escupe, but „ in 
n terrible death. 
the short thorns beurs at 
red-colore fruit, about the size ot a small 
peach; it is very sweet and the juice flows from 
a gold pen as beautiful red ink., There i4 
another species which bears a:aifferent kind ol 
fruit resembling a cucumber about two-thirds 
matured. The pulp is of the consistency ot 
the banana, but much sweeter and very fuallot 
black, flat seeds, the siac of a dime. As lar as 
I have been able to ascertain there are 
THREE KINDS OF FRUIT 
growing On as many different species of cacti 
in this desert land. Another kind, prized more 
than allthe rest by the Indians, very much re 
sembles our century plant. The wild Apaches 
have tor ages depended largely on this for sus- 
tenance, They boil the root, make into mush 
und thus eat it, and from the balance ot the 
plant make a sourdrink, which they greatly 
enjoy. 

Just as we were crossing an arroya, or deep 
gulch, one of the linch pins of the wagon gave 
way, und we were all thrown out, our canteens 
ot water had been exhausted, and the delay 
made our thirst intolerable. The heat was in 
tense, for the thermometer in those plains 
stands sometimes at 129 ©, and just hereis 
where men learn to appreciate the valine ot 
wuterzsand yet there is none ft to drink in all 
this vast country. In the valleys it is very 
warm and tull of alkali, and on the plateaus i 
isso strongly impregnated with carbonate of 
lime that it is unsafe to drink, unless it has 
Leen boiled to precipitate the lime, 

‘‘T never passed so miserable a half day in my 
life. My tongue seemed to swell to twice its 
naturel size, and mp lips felt cummed tovetiu 
er. However, we voton at last, and when we 
came tothe station, where a cool spring was 
gurghngout of the side of a hill among some. 
long grasses, Ifelt that it wasworth all the 
trouble to have such a draft of water. 
tell you you can talk about dry Verzenay, or 
auvthing else,but when a mamis thirsty there 
is nothing on Gou'’s green earth so luscious ut 
cold spring water.

217 East Thirty 
fourth street, last evening, an address on 
vivisection, by Professor Thomas H. Hawkins, 
wus rexd by Professor Bates, in which 
Professor Hawkins (who was prevented 
by indisposition from reading his own address) 
took up the cudgels for the vivisectionists 
aguainstthe attacks of Mr. Henry Bergh, and iu 
turn handled that gentleman with no great 
tenderness. Indeed, it became quite manifest 
trom the tenor of the address that even if vivi- 
to be stopped entirely by 
the law, Professor Ilawkins would 
at least like to enjov’ the final priv 
ilege of vivisceting the president of the Society 
for the Prevention otf Cruelty to Animals, After 
\igorously denouncing the“ sensational“ and 
‘‘exaggerated’’ statements of Mr. Bergh in re- 
gard to vivisection, Prof. Hawkins placed him 
celiberately among ‘‘half-witted, tools enthu- 
stastis, riders of hobbies an’ narrow-minded, 
uneducated and uncultivated men.“ Prof. 
liawkins claimed that by | fur 
the greatest number of Vivisec- 
tional evperiments at present were 
made with the use of anwsthetics, and that in 
but very few cases was pain itselt the object of 
experiments. As it was necessary and right 
for man toslay animals in order to exist and 
prosper, soit was equally right to inflict pain 
oy death to advance human knowlecge and 
happiness. Inevery case where the objec: ot 
vivisection was to benefit man'ind it was, in 
his opinion, justined. Professor Hawkins 
asserted that without vivisection the 
ecience of physiology, with its 
immense results, would be still almost 
unborn, andthat no important physiological 
problem since the time uo! Galen had been solv’ 
ed He resu the aid of vivisection. He pointed

at the results achieved through vivisection by 
Magéndie, who, after killing a number ol dogs 
—alleged to have been abeut ten thousand—es-

UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT. 


Conclusion of an Interesting Insurance 
* a . 


The United States Circuit Court presented a 
much livelier scene than common this morn} 
ing owing to the instructions to be given inthe 
case of Hathaway etal. vs. the St. Faul Fire 
and Marine Insurance Company. The case 


bas been on hand for two or three days and has 
atracted. considerable attention since it in- 
volved some very nice questions. In 17577 
some oftiicers of the United States Army 
shipped some household goods from Leiven- 
worth, Kansas, to Tongue Riveron thé steaner 
Don Cameron, and took out policies ot inar- 
ance from the above named company The 
steamer was in Governmeut service, and cem- 
manded by Government officers. When oppo- 
site Sioux City, the Cameron struck a sua, 
and sunk. Most of the household gods 
belonging to the officers were dam iged or lest, 
a'r dthey asked the insurance company to pay 
them their indemnity. The insurance cempa- 
ny, however, refused to do anything of the 
kind, und gave two reasons tor so doing: 
1. The Don Cameron was unseaworthy. 2. The 
Don Can eron wasin Governinent employ and 
the Government was responsible fur the 
losses. It was shown by the testimonythat 
the Don Cameron bad ho competent pilot and 
that he loss was possibly due to that fact. 

The instructions of Judge Krekel were main- 
ly on these two points. He said the insur.ace 
company bad the opportunity of knowing 
whether the boat Was unseaworthy or not, nu 
this could therefore be no defense. The Gov- 
e:nmentis not acommon carrier, and lawsthat 
upply to common carriers do not apply tothe 
Government. The second ebjection to the hey 
ment ofthe indemnities alsofelltothe ground. 
nundthe Judge virtually instructed the jury to 
give 2 verdict in favor of plaintiffs. 

The amount involved, including interest, is 
about $13,000. It will most likly be appealed. 


Motion for Removal. 

The case of Pitkin vs. Levy cameup in the 
United States Court this morniug on a motion 
to be removed to the State Court. Pitkin lives 
in Scotland county and sued Levy, a merchant 
of Quincy, and others ter trespass.

Pathfinder’s Fate Still Un- 
known.

Professor Wise’s Son Hntertains

The Woods in Macoupin County to be 
Searched—The Theories Re- 
garding the Balloon.

. The mystery of the ‘‘Pathfinder’’ remains 
unsolved. Public anxiety and interestin the 
fate of the balloon and its two occupants are 
becoming intense. What betel the air-ship and 
its intrepid navigators after it disappeared 
over the Fair Grounds is the ques- 
tion which is asked everywhere. For the first 
two or three days the public did not become se 
alarmed for its safety. Some said it was merely 
an ‘‘advertiseing’’ dodge of Professor Wise, 
and he would eventually turn up all right. 
This view ot the matter, however, 
was doubted. It was urged that Prof. Wise 
and, at any rate, George Burr, the young 
mun—bis companion—would not keep their 
friends in suspense as totheir fate. To this 
the knowing ones replied, On, yes! but 
wouldn't they communicate with their friends 
privately?’’ Such an ovinien, however, does 
great injustice to the friends-of Mr. Burr. They 
could not for a moment countenance such a 
sensational scheme. In fact, their anxiety 
concerning the popular young teller is mani- 
fest. 

But all these ideas have vanished as the days 
rolled past, and it is generally conceded that 


some deplo rable accident could alone have 
prevented the aeronauts from reporting to 
their fiiends in this city. 

Twotheoriecs have been formed concerning 
the perilous trip and its probable termination. 
At 5:15 exactly the Pathfinder was cut adrift 
from its moorings, the wind blow 
ing at the rate of a mile a minute. 
In. less than twenty minutes it 
was perceived scudding along under the clouds 
at Alton, twenty-five miles distant From that 
point nothing certain is known positively ofthe 
course Of the aerial sbip. A dispatch from 
Luporte, Indiana, announced that a balloon 
passed over that place on Sunday night in the 
direction of Lake Michigan. Then, as nothings 
wus heardof the voyageurs, it was suppose 
that the ‘‘Pathfinder’’ had 

ENCOUNTERED A STORM 

over the Lake, and that the balloon 
and the aeronauts had been engu!phedin its 
waters. This was one opinion; the other was 
thatthe balloon descended inthe great pine 
forests tringing Lake Michigan; that Wise und 
Burr may have been maimed in the descent jor 
thut even if they effected a landing safely,they 
lost themselves inthe intricacies of the fer- 
spreading pineries, and fartrom humat habi- 
tation or uiid, must have eventually su icnbed 
to exhaustion and hunger. 

But both of these theories were accepted only 
on the supposition that the balloon ouserved at 
L»porte was the Pathfinder. The mysterious 
tragedy which terminated the existence of Pro- 
fessor Donaldson, and Grinuiwood, the Chicago 
reporter, suggested tliat a similar fate had be: 
tallen the bold aerenauts wholett St. Louis last 
Sunday. 

htetic ction, however, is not 80 favorable 
this view of the case. Inthe first place, 
balloon wus oly partially in- 
fluted, and only carried sixty pounds 
of Dullast and the trail rope, which weighed 
ght, pounds, thus making a total of 110 
pounds. But the tlailrope was cut atthe car 
overthe Fuir Grounds, so that Consequently 
ons the -ixty pounds Dallast remained. It is 
contended that the smnll quantity of gas and 
ballast would not permit the bailoon to con- 
tinue its voyage long; that it would be a mar- 
ter Of impossibility forthe pathfinder in this 
conditionto make a tong aerial trip. iis, 
therefore, has eaten the impression that 
whatever accident was in store tor the 
bardy navigators, it occurred within a short 
radhbusef St. Louts—gay 100 miles. At Alton 
Prof. Wise’s air-sbip was seen Afterwards it 
wus Observed at Bunker Hill, going a little east 
o1 north. A jitthe bevond Bunker Hill, 

IN THE VICINITY OF CARLINVILLE, 
the Pathfinder was again sighted, and this 
seems to be the last definite and positive intor- 
mation as to its wherenbouts. 

What became of the balloon 
linville*’ course cannot be tur- 
ther liere it disappears 
from view. perceived very near the 
earth, butthenit suddenly shot up in the air 
and vanislred. May it not as suddenly have 
decended aguin’ In thie vicinity of Carlinviile 
end Bunker Hill, isa district known asthe 
Mucoupin Bottom. This region is covered with 
den-e¢ torests. There are few roads and scarce- 
ly nuy travel in this thiniy populated country. 
Isitnot probable thattiie aeronauts endeavorcd 
to effecta land.me here, or indeed that the 
Dulloou was beyond their control and descend- 
ed of its own volition, and that some terrible 
acodent happened to them during the perilous 
eescent. Muy they not have reached terra 
firma, if not dead, vet maimed and bruised and 
beyond the reach of human help? 

This hypothesis has now taken firm hold of 
the public mond and the triends of 
the two missing men. Mr. William 
E. Barr, president of the St. 
Luis National Bunk, in which young Burr was 
a teller, and whoisa brother of the adventur- 
ous young mun, arrived this morning from 
New York. A consultation hus been held to- 
Guy and a reward will in all probability be 
offered for the discovery of the missing aro- 
nuuts or thei bodies. 

The citizens of the various cities in Illinois 
where the balloon was seen are already on the 
alert. 

Gaeat interest is manifested in 
Mot. Wise and Mr. Burr. Search parties are 
being organized, and the woods will be thor- 
oughiv explored. When areward is announced, 
that no doubt will stimulate the efforts of the 
peop®.

INCIDENTS OF THB ASCENSION,

John Wise, Jr., was also retused the privi- 
lege of taking charge of the Pathfinder, though 
he Mus anxious to go. 

To Mr. Burr, who offered to go alone, he 
said: It only one man can go, 1 will be thre 
inan;ittwocan go yoru willbe the other one; 
but | would rather leave you behind. Iam old 
enough now to die, you are young enough to 
live many \eurs,’*’ 

A COOL FELLOW. 

Mr. Geo. Burr, receiving teller at the St. 
Louis National Bunk, and son of the president 
ci that institution, isthe gentleman who ac 
companied Prof. Wise. He had previously 
mace two gscersions—one from Indianapolis, 
Ind., aud one from the very spot the Pathtinier 
Suiled Sunday. His first voyages were wade 
under favorable conditions, but notw ithstand 
ing the great danger that stared him in the 
tace on Sunday be was as cool and complacent 
as though boarding a street car. At no time 
during the inflation of the balloon was he 
heard to make a boast as to what he would or 
wouldn't do. Calmly, auietly, unostenta- 
tiously he wanted until his superior ordered 
kim into the car; and then he obeyed. 

Prof. Wise was not provided with an over- 
coat, and tie stock of provisions was very 
smmall—not enough to satisfy one man for two 
days. Just before star. ing Prof. W. privately 
informed the writer that ne would not ge very 
tar, but Mr. Burr was anxious to remain ia the 
mir as long as the balloon had the power to keep 
him there, and we are afraid that the usually 
cautious acron@ut yielded to the brave but in 
discreet young man's earnest solicitation, and 
that they have both met a violent death. 

MR. MABLE\Y'S OPINIONS 

A reporter called on Mr. Thos, Mubley at his 
clothing emporiam. Mr. Mabley had no faith 
in the theory that Prof. Wise and Geo. Burr 
were lost in the wsods about a hundred mfles 
from St. Louis. He did not countenance that 
bypethesis at all. Sergeant Weber did not be- 
lieve init. Besides the weather charts he ex- 
hibited marked the wind's direction on Sun- 
day evening, and from them it could be seen 
that it was blowing with great velocity to the 
northeast. He wasinclined to the opinion, 
which he said was shared by these who had 
studied the meteorological chart, that the 
Pathfinder baa been watted at a terrific speed 
across into Canada, and that the balloon de- 
ascended there. 

But don't you tnink there is a probabilit 
ot the Pathfinder having descended in the Liii- 
noms woods? 

Nes, there might be a probability. 

Don't you think it would be as wellto stim- 
ulate a search in the woods by offering a re-

Well, I had not ught ot that. I thiak I 
will go down to the Dank and see Mr. Burr.

WANTED—A QUARTET, 

As the case now stands it is hardly an open 
question whether part singing in St. Louis has 
not been relegated to the domain of the Lost 

Arts, i. c. if this large village, attaining 
greatness lengitudinally much as an over- 
grown school-boy attains size, ratherin spite of 
himself, long und lank and empty, 
can be said ever to have had 
any Art to lose. We are not now 
thinking of the German clubs or Saengerbunds, 
of which there are several that meet with ex- 
emplary regularity and claim considerable 
proficiency. The German singing societies 
make large account of the mere socialelement, 
and the music they do on one of their aver- 
age evenings is saia to be not much more iu 
quantity than will furnish a seasonable spice to 
social festivity, or perhaps a pleasing variety 
of it. But where in the city is 
there an English-speaking organization that 
would claim to represent in any good degree 
what should be the musical culture and ad- 
vancement of this great city, as adoren pros 
perous organizations represe at these things in 
our sister city, Chieago’ The Orpheus Club— 
Cooper, North, Werner, Higgins—where is 
that? The Ampbion Clab—Doan, Hazard, 
Colville, Cunningham—how are we lictt to 
mourn ite brief though beautitul life, ended 
all too soon, inthe very bud and promise of 
its youthful enthusiasm! The Har- 
monics, the inst rechristening of 
1 seciety whose changetul history 

has had the public attention under various 
names and guises with not enough coherency 
of aim and endeavor to propel it successfully 
from one season into another, is now waiting 
the filling up of its Associate membership ranks 
to the requisite one hundred and fitty, before 
it ulls up its chorus, appoints its leader, and 
woes into a campaeu, The plan of which is not 
yet, though by no tault of its managers, de- 
cided. The Apollo Club, born of the well directed 
effort of one of our best-known is not 
yet out of its swaddling-clothes, and the ques- 
tien is mooted whether it will grow in this un- 
congenial atmosphere beyond the preportions 
ot the lusty infant it wus at its birth.

Chiefs of the Baily Telegraph and Truth 
Indulge in a Row. 


Statements by Both Parties As to the 
Cause ofthe Difficulty. 


[New York Herald Cable Special.) 
LONDON, October 2.—A prodigious sensation 
was yesterday cause l here bythe announcc- 
ment of a fist encounter between two very well 
known journalists, one of the parties to the 
melee being Mr. Henry Labouchere, editor and 
proprietor of the society journal called Truth, 
and the other Mr. Edward Levy Lawson, editor 
and proprietor of the popular Daily Telegraph. 
One version of the story is this morning given 
in the current issue‘ofAhe Truth, in a column 
of eocial and political tittle-tattle, appearing 
under the title Ent Nous,“ and signed r. 
T., or ‘*Trutbful Tommy,’’ a fanciful pseu- 
donym under which Mr. Labouchere wages his 
war of criticism.

THE MOGUL’S DAUGHTER.

It was the summer ofthe vear 1651. Shah 
Jehan, grandson of the mighty Akbar, had 
been for four-and-twenty years on the throne 
of the Great Mogul.

He raised himself to 
listen. It was apparently from the women’s 
apartments that these appalling cri U 
ed, While he listened thesbrieks grew fainter 
and fainter, and were d by a wailing 
sound, as of many voices nioaning Suddenly 
the curtains were pushed aside, aud aservant, 
pale, trembling and breathless, entered, and 
prostrated himself before the Emper 
lie was impatiently asked what 
tidings were. Groanme and beating his 
breast with his hands, he stammered out 
his news—news that made Shah Jehan leap to 
his feet—while his swarthy cheek grew livid 
with patlor, and he ! rooted to the ground 
with horror and amazement. For the news 
Was that the Padshah Begum had been Durn- 

to death! It was but for a moment that 
Jehan stood there petritied and horror- 
stricken. In another instant he had darted 
off in the direction of the Princess’ apart- 
mentsto learn for himself whether the dread- 
ful tidings were true or not. He was like 
hiatise as he burst into the chamber where 
his daugnter lay upon a cauch, surrounded by 
her women, wailing and wringing their hands. 
Alreedy two of the court physicians were 
there, and were stripping the 
charred remnants her robes 
from the scorched and blistered 
limbs. She was not indeed actually dead, 
the messenger had reported, but sbe had 
fainted from the terrible agony of her wounds 
and lay there quite unconscious. Theghastiy 
sight almost deprived the Great Mogul of his 
distracted and overwhelmed with 
flung himself beside his beloved 
daughter, and passionately called upon her to 
speak to him. Then he turned tothe physi- 
claps and implored themto restore his daugh- 
ter to life. promising them the most cxtrava- 
gant rewards if they succeeded. But the 
physicians, however skilled they may have 
been at curing internal diseases, were bun- 
Clers at healing wounds. They shook their 
heads gravely, and seemed to think the case 
hoy less 

It was then that the Grand Vizier, Assud 
Khan, bethought bim of the English traders 
at Surat. Ile remembered thatthe surgeons 
who came over in the East Indiamen had 
wrought some wonderful cures, and had ac- 
quired a high reputation for surgical skill; 
He thercfore suggested to his master that an 
address should be sent immediately to Surat, 
with orders to travel dav and night, and 
bring back with the utmost speed an Eng- 
lish surgeon.

To have the richest and most 
maguiticent monarch in the world thas a sup- 
pliant almostat his feet, might well have 
shaken the strongest nerves. But Gabriel 
Boughton was calm and collected, and set 
about the delicate and critical task before him 
in that cool and business-like manner which 
wee even then a marked characteristic of Ku- 
glish surgeons, and which served more than 
anything ee to inspire the natives of India 
with contidence in their skill. 

By his unwearving attention, his patient 
care, and skillful treatment. Gabriel Bough- 
ton succeeded in effecting a complete cure.

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Bad Butter. 

In a late lecture before the New York 
Agricultural Society, Hon L. E. Lewis said: 
In my opinion a great amount of butter is 
spoiled, first, by uncleanliness in manufac- 
ture; second, by two much acid in the cream: 
third, by casein in a decomposed state in but- 
ter; fourth, by too much friction on butter in 
churning and working. Foul milking stables, 
impure water, odors from decomposing mat- 
ter, all affect the quality of the milk. There 
is over a pound more sugar in 100 pounds of 
milk than there is of butter. Sugar acid is 
the tirst sign of decom position in the milk. 
it destroys the sugar. The second, or lactic 
acid, acts upon and destroys the oils that give 
butter its fine aroma. When these two acids 
ure fully developed, destroying the sugar and 
aromatic properties, we have what may be 
called the natural oleomargarine butter. It is 
scarcely better than the patent article. Cream 
should be churned while in the first or second 
sugar acid. The best is made from sweet 
cream, but that made from sweet cream 
more susceptible to odors than sour cream 
butter. 
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Ears of Corn. 
[From the Country Gentleman. 

If we take a well-developed cornstalk and 
dissect it lengthwise, at the axils of many of 
the central and lower leaves we discover buds 
cut through longitudinally. Some of these 
buds generally develop ears of corn. Usuallv 
these ears are bear the upper buds noticed on 
the dissected stalk. Ware. the fact has been 
established that all, a majority of the buds 
on the cornstalk, 2 * developed into ears. 
Such being the faet, why do not corn-growers 
generally pay more attention to the improye- 
ment of the crop? Evenif they are not dis- 
posed to give itthe patient attention needed 
tor this improvement, why not more general- 
lvadopt the improvement made by others 
when it will require less loss of time and ex- 
periment than otherwife? A singular fact 
noticed in a cornstalk well-grown is that, in- 
stead of the largest bud of the green stalk 
developing an ear of corn, it is the smallest 
on the staik at the time of ripening; and on 
stalks which bear no ears, the buds will be 
found to be nearly of equal sive if examined 
when growth is matured. Some varieties of 
corn show a greater number of buds to the 
stalk than others, and such are usually the 
more preductive. 

Wheat Culture. 
[From the Practical Farmer. | 

The Time for seeding wheat should be reg- 
ulated by the appearance or non- appearance 
of the Hession fly. In localities where the 
fiy does not appear it is well to sow early 
enough for the plant to miake a good, strong 
fall growth. The larger and stronger the 
roots, the more eertain it is to withstand the 
fiosts of winter. But where the fly has made 
its appearance, itis far better to risk the 
winter-killing than the fly. The more rapid the 
growth of wheat when it comes up, the surer 


it is of escaping the ravages of thisinsect, The 


value of guano and kindred ammoritcal fer- 
tilizers largely depends on their stimulating 
such rapid growth as to overcome the attacks 
of the pest. 

Another way of lessetiing its depredations 
is to cultivate it once or twice as the blade be- 
gine to widen. The wheel hoe runs between 
the rows, and, by stirring the soil, promotes 
growth, disturbs the ly. and knocks off or 
destroys great numbers of the larve, which 
are deposited in little patches on the u per 
surface of the leaf, where, if undisturbed, 
they are hatched, and crawl down to the foot 
of the leaf stock and suck out the juices of 
the plant. It is well known that wheat on 
rich ground can withstand the fly much bet- 
ter than wheat on poor ground. Anything, 
therefore, wnich adds vigor and strength to 
the plant, increases its juices, like fertilizers 
or cultivating with a wheat hoe, will enable 
Ht the better to withstand the fly. There ew 
be no doubt. if seed rows were twelve inches 
apart instead ofeight, and then the wheat 
hoed in the spring as well as in the fall, about 
the time of the attack of the second crop of 
the fly, that the depredations of the fly would 
be greatly lessened and thecrop of wheat 
greatly increased. It has been tried and 
proved.

which the picturesque side of things bad no 
hart.

If we 
thought overit much, it would be realized 
that such accidents always happen, even 
when we take our own time and travel at our 
ease. Butthen no one pays any attention to

On this occasion. however, a sort of fatali- 
ty seemed to pursue us, fer, at every alter- 
nate relay, there yere no post-horses to be 
found, and we were obliged to wait, some- 
times an hour, sometimes half a day, for 
them, Which will expiain the small impar— 
tance of the cross road we had taken. By the 
greatest good luck we had made quite a long 
age in our journey without any impedi- 
mens“. 

Some frightful catastrophe is going to 
happen to us, said I. laughingly, to mv 
traveling companion, or else dest in; will 
not be satisfied with its day.“ 

I had scarcely tinished my sentence when 
the postilion, turning half round on his seat, 
pomied outtous withthe end of his v hip 
the small hamlet we were approaching 

It is on re!“ he said phiegmiatically. 

A rose-colored light, in truth, was appar- 
ent, very bear, inthe lower part of the sky, 
whose delicate blue —that forget-meenot bite 
Which is peculisr to nortbern countries —was 
‘darkened by the falling night.

IN A BALLOON. 


— ee ee 
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There have been many thrilling ballooon ad- 


ventures, and not a few terrible accidents. 
One of the most exciting adventures was that 
of Mr. La Mountain, the aeronaut, and Mr. 
John A. Haddock, who accompanied him. 
They started from Watertown; New York, 
in September, 1859, in the tine balloon Atlan- 
tic, and shot up some three thousand feet al- 
most in straight line. Then a northeast cur- 
rent caught it, and away thev drove at the 
vate ok a mile in two minutes, rising as they 
When they got to an altitude of three 
miles anda half, they began to move east- 
wurdly. Clouds now hid the earth entirel; 
from view, and the sun went down. ‘In that 
trackloss waste of air they could neither tell 
their direction nor the rate at which they 
were going. Gradually, however, they 


went.

„ raft, stick by stick, 


descended:to the surfaee of the clouds, and 


floated on them as a beat does on water, lit up 

by the clear twilight. La Mountain then 

opened the valve,and as the balloon descended 
through the clouds, it became impenetrably 
dark. 

by the time they got clear of the clouds 
they found themselves not more than 500 feet 
fromthe ground, and, as far as they could 
distinguish in the darkues-, over a Vast un- 
breken forest. They knew there were trees, 
not water below, us, in the stillness, they 
heard some sand they threw out rattle on the 
leaves. After this. they made six different 
attempts toland at in‘ervals often or tifteen 
minutes, rising each time. Ou the third de- 
scent they came down on the surface of a 

small lake, set in the woods. This would not 
do, end, throwing out ballast,thevrose again. 
Onafourth attempt they came down bya 
very large tree, and Laid hold of the branches 
to try and make out where they were. But 
they could make out nothing but a tall Moun- 
tain before them. 

Once more they rose, and onthe sixth at- 
tempt caughtatree again. It was aspruce, 
and this settledthe question. They were far 
up in the forests of Upper Canadas Making 
lust their balloon to the tree, they pre- 
pared to pass the night as best they could, and 
slept quite soundly till the rain began to fail 
in torrents. 

Davlight found them thoroughly soaked 
and perplexed, but not disheartened. They 
must rise aguin, and they threw out the 
remaining ballast and everything they could 
spare, and once more,shot up. As the 
zun's rays bent on the wet balloon, the gas 
expanded. andthey shot up like a rocket. La 
Mountain again touched the valve, and they 
came nearer the surface. 

And what a view! As far as the eye could 
reach stretched one unbroken sea of tree-tops. 
There Was now no alternative. They must 
decend. Discharging the gas, the Atlantic 
settied down between two tall spruce trees, 
and caught in the limbs about eight feet from 
the vround. They leaped down, and faced 
the situation. After consulting, they con- 
cluded to strike southeast so as to reach the 
Ottawa river, and bidding adieu to the At 
lantic, they started. The woods were wet and

last. after walking about a mile, they reached 
u creek, and to their joy, toumda rude marten- 
trap.

Mr. Haddock was about to give up in de- 
epair, and La Mountain was trying to cheer 
him up, when they heard a gun once more. 
They hallooed as loud as their feeb'e strength 
would allow, but no answer came. But what 
was better than an answer Was a wreath of 
smoke that curled over the trees on the ether 
side of the lake, and, straining their eves, 
they made out a cause on the shore. They 
were now frantic: with new-boru strength 
they paddled across and found the canoe 
turned bottom up.

Accumulared Death Warrants 
wenty-five Vears. 

Hidden away in one of the many pigeon-holes 
of the Cierk’s afiice of the Criminal Court, and 
halt covered with dust, a package of deep 
black-bor dered and edged papers were found 
by a POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning. 
Biack ribbons and crape, fading with age, 
peeped out from the tolds here and 
there, and a closer inspection showed 
the package to be death warrants. There were 
nineteen warrants in ail, and from the big 
lack seals down to the last entry on the back 
bythe Marshal, which announced that the 
eulprit had atoned legally tor the crime of 
umder. ;

the vietim of the laws, his identity, how he 
died, whether death came sudden or by slow 
degrees,and not one whit of the circumstances 
surrounding tne deed as adduced 
by a court of inquiry 
and twelve men. All that 
wasabiank. Of the nineteen, thi:teen bear 
the ‘date of execution, two of a 
commutation of sentence to imprisonment, 
one for natural life, the other for ten years, 
andthe remaining four savor with an uncer- 
tuinty as to whether their principals were 
hanged, incarcerated for life, pardoned by 
executive clemency, or escaped through culp- 
able tnegligence. At any rate, a baker’s dozen 
were strangled, and with that evil and unlucky 
number this article will deal. 

Don the 11th of November, 1859, Joseph W. 

Thornton was hanged. Thornton did not de- 

serve death. Many people declare and praise 

his good traits and ignore his faults. He was 
most respectably connected in this city, and 
his case is one of the few on _ rec- 
ord where a man with wealthy and 
influential triends has died on ascaffold. He 
was inthe employ of a business man who dis- 
covered some error or defaication in his ac- 
counts and discharged bim without delav. 

Thornton went to Memphis and secured a situ- 

ation there. His late employer learned the 

tact that be was prospering and wrote 
his employers a page of his history 
and he was speedily discharged. From there 
he went to Vicksburg, New Orleans and a half 
dozen other cities, found employment, but 
only to be as re lentlessly maligned as at Mem- 
phis. He returned to St. Louis and, meeting 
the man on Chestnut street who had ruined 
him,

lis trial and conviction followed, and then 

speedily came his execution. 

Samuel Brust was hanged on the last day ot 
August, 1860. Neither he nor the man he 
murdered moved outside of the lower circles, 
and the crime is devoid ot interest. 

W ili Wilson suffered the death penalty on 
the 27th of June, 1862; Michael Keras, the 
23d of January, 1863: Valentine Hanser, the 
15th of 1 — 1864; Peter Christman at 11:25 
o’clock, December 6, 1567, and William Ed- 

.warda, alias William Roach, July 23, 1866. 

Then came a lapse of seven years during 

which there were no hangings and murder was 
becoming almost as — As it is to-day. A 
man could shoot another down with pectect 
immunity. but finally Patrick W’Shea 
killed bis wife, and he, not being as lucky as 
Kring, Nugent, Lewis, ‘Baber, Erb, hotofsky 
Ward, was convicted of murder in the first 
degree. The story of his execution is tersely 
toidin the following entry found uponthe back 
of his death warrant: 

.Executed this writ in St. Louis county 
this, the 9th day of April, 1875, by hanging 
the within named Patrick O'Shea by the neck 
until he was dead. Fee, $25. 

[Signed] JOHN A. WATSON, 

. County Marshal, 


It ig presumed that the Marshal got his fee; 
at any rate O'Shea stretched hemp, and the 
werld was relieved of a human monster. 

On the 22nd of the following Uctober, Henry 
Brown plunged through the trap. 

On the 18th of February, 1876, four months 
afterwards, there was a triple hanging, that of 
the Italians, Dominico Domina, Antonio Catta- 
lano and Bastiano Lombardo, who ambushed 
and assassinated an old orange 
peddler, for some faneied insult, in the north- 
ern part of the city. 

The next and last execution was that of 
William Wieners, on the Ist of 
ruary, 1878, who so cruelly murdered 

Little Mack, the bar ten ler at the 
Theatre Comique. His trial, conviction and 
death is of too recent date to set forth at pres 
ent. 

Since that period no desth-warrants have 
been stamped after the fashion of Patrick 
O'’shea’s, aud, while the jaitlis filing up with 
murderers, the grim gallows within easy dis- 
tanec is fast falling into decay.
